Lillian Roth Still 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Jewish- 
born entertainer Lillian Roth, 
who converted to Catholicism 
after her bout with alcoholism, 
“never denied” her Judaism, 
she said in a nationwide tele- 
cast. 

As the subject of the Mike 
Wallace Interview Saturday 
(April 5), Miss Roth, “a million- 
dollar star at 18, an alcoholic 
at 30,” responded to the quiz- 
zer’s questions with more 
aplomb than clarity. 


“WHY WAS Judaism unsatis- 
factory or unfulfilling to you?” 
she was asked by Wallace, him- 
self Jewish-born. 

“T don’t think it was a case 
of unfulfillment,”’ she said re- 
ferring to her conversion. ‘Ca- 
tholicism is a _ fulfillment of 
Judaism in its acceptance of the 


e e 
Jew, Still Catholic 
Messiah. I have never denied 
Judaism.” 

“HOW COULD you convert 
and not deny Judaism ” Wallace 
insisted. 

“IT have a different theory,” 
Miss Roth responded. “I think 
Christ was a Jew on the cross 
and never denied it. The follow- 
ers of Christ are Christians.” 

“DO YOU feel disloyal in 
turning from Judaism to Ca- 
tholicism?” Wallace asked. 

“I did have feelings of guilt,” 
Miss Roth said, and added later: 
“If I were to take the sacraments 
without .God understanding me 

. I'd feel I wore the mask 
of hypocrisy. . ..” 

WHEN WALLACE hinted that 
she had now left Catholicism, 
Miss Roth responded that “you 
can leave them but they’ll never

Rabbt Greenfeld 
admitted that there were “prac- 
tical objections” to the proposed 
change in holiday observance. 
He noted that memorial! 
services had long been held on 
the last day of Shavuot and that 
if only one holy day were ob- 
served instead of two, Simhat 
Tora as a separate day would 
be abolished. 

ANY CHANGE would there- 
fore have to be made slowly 
and cautiously, he noted. 

Rabbi Greenfeld, who ap- 
proves of the change, said that 
the observance of two holy days 
instead of one had originally 
been instituted because Babylon- 
ian Jewry was not sure which 
of the two days to observe for 
the new moon. But astronomical 
calculations had obviated that 
problem, he explained. 


RABBI GREENFELD pre- 
dicted that within the next gen- 
eration “75 per cent of the Jews 
in the United States will find 
themselves within the frame- 
work of Conservative Judaism” 
—somewhere between the tradi- 
tional element on the “far right” 
and the Reconstructionists on 
the “extreme left.” 

Rabbi Greenfeld disagreed 
with the call for a new Shulhan 
Aruh Rabbi Henry Fisher had 
made at the institute on Jan. 
28 (NJP, Feb. 14). The Conserv- 
ative movement, Rabbi Green- 
feld declared, will develop a

“guide for Jewish law,” not a 
new Shulhan Aruh. 

(Speaking before the institute 
Rabbi Henry Fisher of Congre- 
gation Bnai Zion in Chicago had 
called for a new Shulhan Aruh 
that “would not freeze Jewish 
law” ... but would “lend itself 
to honest interpretation to meet 
modern needs.’’) 

RABBI GREENFELD told the 
institute that the Conservative 
“guide” would appear “within 
25 years.” He stressed the “vol- 
untary” nature of the proposed 
guide, declaring that “violation 
of ritual is not a punishable sin.” 

“IT am fighting crystallization 
of Jewish life and authoritarian 
law,” he said. “I don’t want any- 
one to feel that they must obey 
the committee’s decisions.” 

“The choice in ritual is in the 
individual’s hands,” he added. 

BUT HE noted that “the only 
way to preserve Judaism is 
through the binding character 
of Jewish law.” He compared 
Jewish law to the binding on a 
book, declaring the binding was 
necessary but might be changed 
if it had to be. 

Stating that his committee will 
have written as much material 
in 25 years as the entire Tal- 
mud, the rabbi declared that his 
committee’s decisions “will be 
the Judaism of tomorrow.” 

Rabbi Greenfeld ¢ited a num- 
ber of lenient decisions by his 
committee on matters of mar- 
riage, autopsy, conversion, abor- 
tion, cremation and Sabbath ob- 
servance, He noted, however, 
that in some cases his commit: 
tee had made decisions more 
stringent than the Orthodox. 

AMONG THOSE decisions was 
the ruling that a Jew married 
to a non-Jew could not join a 
Conservative congregation. Rab- 
bi Greenfeld noted that Ortho- 
dox congregations accepted such 
a person as a member because 
the person, living in a “state of 
sin,” was not thought of as 
“really being married.” 





Yeshiva Paper Suspends Publication on Censorship Issue

or YORK (NJP)—The governing board of 
Commentator, Yeshiva College student newspaper, 
voluntarily suspended the paper’s operation this 
week after 
over the issue of compulsory attendance at services. 

A BREWING student-administration “war” 
came to a head when a number of undergraduate 
students were suspended from dormitory ‘privileges 
for poor attendance at minyans, the daily services. 
Commentator had disclosed that those suspended 
would be formally evicted should their minyan at- 
tendance continue to be unsatisfactory. 

The newspaper’s student governing board said 
it was suspending publication because the admin- 
istration had denied it the right to print news about 
the “minyan issue.” 

The board can “no longer print any issues un- 
der the terms now stipulated,” Jerry Wohlberg, 
student president, told The POST and OPINION. 

AN EDITORIAL in the April 2 issue of Cém- 
mentator declared that the newspaper “functions 
under an anachronistic advisory system, which in 


a difference with the administration . 


itself had to be accepted by the students in order 
to avoid complete censorship.” 

Charging that Yeshiva College’s advisor set-up 
violates freedom of the press, the editorial added 
that “for the administration to argue that the stu- 
dents are not mature enough to be trusted with 
complete freedom of criticism, requires a certain 
state of mind on their part, which presupposes that 
Yeshiva College students are somehow not really 
men but rather overgrown high schoo] boys.” 

“Constructive criticism has never harmed an 
institution. A university, whose purpose is to de- 
velop an inquiring attitude, should encourage, rather 
than suppress, a healthy organ of student opin- 
ion,” the editorial said. 

COMMENTATOR had been feuding with the 
administration over many issues. 

It has protested the 1 a.m. dormitory curfew 
and recently asked the school administration to fire 
Dr. Moses D. Tendler, assistant dean in charge of 
student affairs. 

Only 40 per cent of the students turn out for 
the minyan every day, one student told The POST 


and OPINION, 


Another said that 80 per cent of the senior 
class did not attend at all, adding that unless the 
religious standards of the school were elevated, 
the school’s reason for existence “would be invali- 
dated.” 

IN ANSWER, Rabbi Moshe Klein, dormitory 
advisor, declared that the problem was not that the 
students were unwilling to pray, but rather that 
they were unwilling to get up so early in the morn- 
ing for services. 

The rabbi added that he was “positive” that 
those students who did not come to minyan prayed 
in their own rooms. 

There’s “no real problem,” a spokesman for 
the university’s public relations office declared. The 
suspensions were simply a: “penal measure” taken 
against the few offenders who violated a long- 
standing regulation which states that dormitory 
privileges depend on satisfactory minyan attend- 
ance, he added. 

RABBI KLEIN, in a circular distributed at the 
beginning of the school year, had announced that 
attendance at minyan twice a week would be con- 
sidered satisfactory.

He pointed out that every 
child in Israel was given a thor- 
ough grounding in the Bible, 
while in the diaspora only a 
small majority studied it and 
only a minority within the mi- 
nority studied it in Hebrew. 





Rabbi Says Attack 
Not Anti-Semitism 

BOSTON (NJP) — Rabbi 
Benjamin L. Grossman _ dis- 
counted anti-Semitism as a mo- 
tive in his attempted_ robbery 
by three teenagers, who were 
promptly apprehended by police 
aided by the 67-year-old spir- 
itual leader. 

Although the attack recalled 
the still-unsolved slaying of 
Rabbi Jacob Zuber here in 1953, 
Rabbi Grossman said it was a 
case of “juvenile delinquency— 
pure and simple.” 

One of the three youngsters 
poked a knife at Rabbi Gross- 
man’s chest, but the trio was 
frightened away before they 
could inflict any injury. Rabbi 
Grossman pointed out the trio 
to police after a search of the 
area.

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Priest Who Became A Jew Says 
Orthodox Judaism Is True Religion 


LONDON (NJP)—A FORMER 
Catholic priest who embraced 
Orthodox Judaism told a syna- 
gogue audience here that it there 
was ever a revealed religion in 
the world—an original God- 
chosen religion that had stood 
the test of time—it must be Or- 
thodox Judaism. 

Abraham Carmel declared 
that after 25 years of studying 
comparative religions, he had 
found that only the Jew could 
recite the Shema completely and 
sincerely—“the Lord our God, 
the Lord is One.” Only in Juda- 
ism is there a complete dedica- 
tion of mind and soul, Carmel 
said. 

THE ONLY fully ordained 
Catholic priest to be accepted 
into Judaism, Carmel was 
brought up in an Anglican fam- 
ily. 

He said that from the time he 
was 17 he was perplexed by 
the great Christian preachers, 
who seemed to him to contradict 
one another over the funda- 
mental dogmas of religion. 

Carmel said that in investi- 
gating non-Christian faiths he 
found Buddhism to be not a re- 
ligion but a _ philosophy; Mo- 
hammedanism, narrow and re- 
stricted; Christian Science, only 
a half-truth. 


HE SAID after trying all the 
known religions of the world he 
had felt “spiritually bankrupt.” 

He had examined Liberal 
Judaism and found that what it 
offered he could have obtained 
in one or another of the Chris- 
tian religions, When the sacra- 
ments and dogmas of Catholi- 
cism no longer “rang true” for 


him, he turned to Orthodox 
Judaism, 
He divorced himself com- 


pletely from his past life, and 
eventually — satisfied Britain's 
Beth Din that he could live as 
an Orthodox Jew. 

A master at Carmel college, 
Carmel says he is now com- 
pletely identified with Jewish 
religious life. 





Crestohl Re-Elected,

A number of Liberal candi- 
dates active in Jewish com- 
munal affairs went down to de- 
feat, including Marvin Gelber 
and Philip Givens, both prom- 
inent in Zionist and Canadian 
Jewish Congress affairs. 








Time Magazine Rapped for 
‘Service to Anti-Semites’ 


PHILADELPHIA (NJP)—The 
Jewish Exponent here rapped 
Time magazine on the knuckles 
for what it called “a distinct 
service to anti-Semites.” 

The Exponent’s editorial, en- 
titled “Time Marches — Back,” 
criticized Time’s report of the 
book “Alcohol and the Jews,” 
(NJP, March 21). Time made a 
strong case for Jewish sobriety, 
the Exponent said, but then 
reached “far out of bounds” to 
quote the old Yiddish song, 
“Shikker Iz a Goy,” to prove 
Jews are brought up to believe 
they are more temperate than 
their non-Jewish neighbors.

Thomas Coulton, dean of stu- 
dents at the college, withdrew 
the permission he had granted 
to a group of Orthodox Jewish 
students to use one of the rooms 
on campus for their evening 
prayers, 


THE DEAN quoted the New 
York state constitution as his 
reason: “Neither the state nor 
any subdivision thereof shall 
use its property or credit or any 
public money .. in aid or 
maintenance ... of any school 
or institution of learning ... 
in which any denominational 
tenet or doctrine is taught...” 

“It was the minyan club’s aim 
to provide night school students 
with an opportunity to pray. 
The group was ruled illegal and 





was subsequently disbanded,” 
the night school paper reported.

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Converting of Jews 
To Christianity Is 
Wrong: Dr. Niebuhr 


NEW YORK (NJP) —A 
LEADING Christian theologian 
this week advised those who 
would convert Jews to Chris- 
tianity that they are wrong. 

Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr, writing 
in the April issue of the Cen- 
tral Conference of America (Re- 
form) journal said that mis- 
sionary efforts “are futile” be- 
cause Christianity and Judaism 
are enough alike “for the Jew 
to find God more easily in terms 
of his own religious heritage.” 


THE VICE-PRESIDENT of 
of the Union Theological Sem- 
inary (Protestant) asserted that 
missionary efforts “are wrong 
because the two faiths, despite 
differences are sufficiently alike 
for the Jew to find God more 
easily in terms of his own re- 
ligious heritage than by sub- 
jecting himself to the hazards of 
guilt feeling invoived in a con- 
version to a faith, which, what- 
ever it experiences, must appear 
to him as a symbol of an op- 
pressive majority culture.” 

Turning towards  anti-Semi- 
tism, Niebuhr blamed it on the 
majority dislike of the fact that 
the Jew stubbornly resists as- 
similation. 

“The problem of the Christian 
majority, particularly in Amer- 
ica, is to come to terms with the 
stubborn will to live of the Jews 
as a peculiar people, both reli- 
giously and ethnically. 

“The problem can be solved 
only if the Christian and. Gen- 
tile majority accepts this fact 
and ceases to practice tolerance 
trovisionally in the hope that it 





will encourage assimilation eth- 
nically and conversion 
giously.”

Twelve years after the last of six million European Jews was 
done to death in Hitler’s gas chambers, Israeli Jews are being 
allow to serve in the new German army by special agreement 





between the two countries.

Most of the Israelis involved 
are Israel Army veterans. The 
new German Wehrmacht is keen 
on inducting them in its ranks 
because of their recent combat 
experience and fighting quali- 
ties. The German military chiefs 
want to build their new army 
on democratic principles while 
at the same time retaining the 
old German bDlitz-striking qual- 
ity. 

IF THE German-resident Is- 
raelis refuse to serve, they'll lose 
their German citizenship and 
face expulsion from Germany. 


The arrangements were made 
amicably between _ General 
Adolf Heusinger, to German mil- 
itary chief, and Israel Defense 
Ministry’s Director-General Shi- 
mon Peress (Ben-Gurion’s dep- 
uty) who visited Germany re- 
cently. Since double citizenship 
is allowed under Israeli law, 
Israelis now living in Germany 
may serve in the new Wehr-

On the other hand, this cor- 
respondent was told that Israel 
too was eager to work with new 
German army in all respects. 
Since in any major -world con- 
flict Israel would fight together 
with NATO, it sees in the Ger- 
man army a potential alliance 
worth cultivating. 

Israel has sent General Heu- 
singer, at his request, complete 
material pertaining to last year’s 
successful Sinai Campaign. This 
has been made a must subject in 
all German officers schools and 
staff colleges, 

Meanwhile here in Israel, the 
top bestsellers in the non-fiction 
field are books by the Nazi Gen- 
erals Rommel, Kesselring, Gud- 
erian and Schellenberg. These 
were translated into Hebrew 





Polish Jews Await Return of 
US Rabbi to Circumcise Sons 


By ARTHUR PODELL 


NEW YORK (NJP)—TODAY, 
in Poland, 471 fathers await the 
return of an American rabbi 
who performeq 141. circum- 
cisions while he was there. 

The rabbi, Harry Bronstein, 
reported here last week on his 
visit. 


SOME OF the boys he cir- 
cumcised were eight months 
and some 18 years old, Rabbi 
Bronstein said. Some were car- 
ried to him by fathers and 
mothers and some walked to him 
alone. One father, he said, laid 
himself in front of the rabbi’s 
car and would not let the auto- 
mobile pass without the rabbi's 
promise to return and circum- 
cise his son. 


RABBI BRONSTEIN told of 
performing  circumcisions _ in 
barns, kitchens, anq with the 
mother holding a candle while 
the father held the son. 


HE TOLD of an 18-year-old 
boy who refused local anesthesia. 

“Pain?” the boy laughed, “I've 
suffered enough pain. Nothing 
can hurt me anymore.” 

Rabbi Bronstein expects to 
return to Poland the first of 
May. 

Picturing the almost complete 
absence of any religious life of 
Jews in Poland, Rabbi Bronstein 
noted that there wasn’t a single 
genuine or qualified rabbi in all 
of Poland and that the great ma- 
jority of the leaders of the 22 
Jewish communities in Poland 
was irreligious. 

The Polish Government, he 
noted, is inclined to permit Jews 
to conduct religious activities, 
but there is no initiative among 
the Jews themselves. If there 
are any qualified people, he 
added, they are evidently afraid 
to come forward. 

He disclosed that in” Warsaw 
last Purim there was no minyan 
for the reading of the Megilla, 
and that many Jewish children 
are still in Christian hands in 
Poland today. 





JEWS IN MOSCOW 
JAM SYNAGOGUES 


LONDON — For the first 
time in many years, all the 
synagogues in Moscow 
were overpacked the first 
day of Passover, according 
to reports in papers here. 

At the Great Moscow syn- 
agogue, many of the pcop'e 
who couldn’t get in stood 
outside and joined in the 
prayers. 

Reports by Tass, the So- 
viet news agency, said, too, 
that Jews observed seemed 
to feel freer than in past 
years and that many fam- 
ilies, both religious and non- 
religious, held seders.

When she threw out 
her arms to the dinner guests, 
America and the world, and ex- 
claimed “This is a fairyland, a 
dream. I’m afraid one day I'll be 
waking up,” 300 hearts went out 
to her. 


The Yemenite boys and girls— 
slight, lovely and_ beautifully 
formed—rocked and rolled with 








the guests during the ballroom 
dancing, and generally had a 
fine Western time.

THE STAGE at one end of the 
Starlight Roof was small, close 
to the audience and low to the 
floor.

Social Bias 
Cruel, Hard 
To Fight

LOS ANGELES (NJP)—State 
laws that bar social discrimina- 
tion are “dead letters,” honored 
“more in the breach than by ob- 
servance,” declared Arnold For- 
ster, counsel for the B’nai B’rith 
Anti-Defamation League (ADL). 

FORSTER SAID in a major 
speech here that social discrim- 
ination against Jews was “un- 
yielding, cruel and even harder 
to fight than gutter-type anti- 
Semitism, now largely out of 
fashion.” 

The United States, Forster 
said, “seems to suffer from a 
kind of international  pre- 
eminence insofar as hotel bigotry 
is concerned. Hardly a state or 
region of the nation can claim 
that none of its resort hotels 
erects religious barriers against 
prospective guests.” 

Californians were told that 
even in New York State, which 
pioneered in anti-discrimination 
laws, some resorts “practice re- 
ligious discrimination surrepti- 
tiously.” Others have circum- 
vented the law by the simple de- 
vice of converting themselves 
into ‘private’ clubs.” 


In his hard hitting speech 
Forster also said: 
@EMPLOYMENT is cne of 


the most serious areas of dis- 
crimination. 

@® EDUCATIONAL discrimina- 
tion “thrusts into the future the 
prejudices and misunderstand- 
ings of our time.” 

@HOUSING discrimination 
“builds walls that divide our 
citizens.”

Just One Judaism 
Here In 50 Years, 
Says Dr. Marcus 


NEW YORK (NJP)—THERE 
WILL only be one American 
Judaism in 50 years. 

That forecast was made this

The typical American Jew of 
the next century will be a 
native-born member of a grow- 
ing, closer-knit community liv- 
ing in one of a half dozen or 
so large cities.

PHILADELPHIA (NJP)—Dr.

Up 3-Fold 


Israel is now producing over 
three times as much as she did 
when she .was established, Levi 
Eshkol, Israeli minister of fi- 
nance, announced this week. 


HE ADDED that the average 
output per worker increased by 
40 per cent to 50 per cent. 
This development is remark- 
able in view of the fact that 
most of Israel’s recent immi- 
grants—who make up the ma- 
jority of Israel’s population — 
come from economically unde- 
veloped countries and are not 
used to regular work. 

Israel’s productivity is_ still 
not up to the standards of West 
European countries, Eshkol 
noted. But he was “convinced 
that this is possible.” 


THREE-FOURTHS of Israel's 
growth since her establishment 
has been through immigration 
and the other fourth through 


natural increase. When _ the 
state was established, it had 
800,000 inhabitants. Today the 


population has almost reached 
the 2 million mark, a growth of 
300,000 by natural increase and 
900,000 by immigration. 
Twenty-nine per cent of the 
immigrants came from Asia; 25 
per cent from Africa, 44 per 
cent from Europe and 1 per cent 
from America.

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ASSIMILATION NO THREAT 


WE’VE HAD an opportunity to read more complete 
accounts of the recent meeting of the Actions Committee 
of the World Zionist Organization in Jerusalem and we’re 
pleased to see the forcefulness with which Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann has come forward behind a full-scale movement 
to influence American Jews to go to Israel to live and 
work; that is, to answer the challenge of Israel. 

In fact, a great deal of the discussion at the Actions 
Committee meeting dwelled on the state of being of the 
Jewish community of America. 

When it came time for brilliant Rose Halprin of Ha- 
dassah to state her organization’s views, which have been 
traditionally opposed to halutziut, most certainly as a 
possibility and very likely also as a necessity, she relied 
on the explanation that what is needed is something to 
offset assimilation and this was a job for the Zionists. 

AT FIRST GLANCE, it may seem that Goldmann and 
Halprin are at opposite poles of the discussion. 

We can say both to Dr. Goldmann that we agree with 
him, and to Mrs. Halprin that we agree with you, too. 

The speedy inroads of assimilation on the American 
Jewish community were brought to a standstill at the 
time of Hitlerism, although even before that the pendulum 
had already begun to swing the other way. By now, it 
should be clear to all, that although the golden age of the 
American Jewish community is not at hand, the question 
of the disappearance of the community has already been 
answered. The concomitant question—whether the Jew- 
ish community of the United States will be a positively 
Jewish one—also has already been answered. Assimila- 
tion is not in fact a problem of the Jewish community 
today. 

WHERE NAHUM GOLDMANN and Mrs. Halprin 
(and most of the other Americans at the meeting, all of 
whom used assimilation as the whipping boy), erred was 
in their time judgment. Assimilation is a threat of the 
past, although elements of its fatal attractions still persist. 

Assimilation is a passive state. The environment is 
the active and powerful element, and the Jew is the non- 
resisting victim. 

But now that assimilation is no longer the escape ave- 
nue which offered surcease from the pains of the Jew, why 
then hasn’t the community changed overnight? 

It is one thing to begin to resist, it is something else 
again to move forward. When this moving forward stage 
is reached, then Nahum Goldmann (and Ben-Gurion) can 
utter a sigh of relief. One of the first signs of the shifting 
from one state of being to another will be a growing de- 
sire-on the part of many American Jewish young people 
2 go to Israel to help in the development of democracy 
there. 

WHAT WILL HASTEN that time is something we’ve 
needed and can’t find. A kind of leadership which thinks 
that Jewish needs, as long as they are honorable, should 
be fulfilled by Jews. 

When this leadership makes its appearance, it will be 
another sign that we’ve moved into that active stage. It 
will mean that we have left behind once and for all the 
threat of falling victim to the massive environment that 
would swallow up Jews and all other non-conformists in 
its unquenchable thirst for new victims. 


MEDICAL SCHOOL BIAS 


WE SHOULD NOT make the mistake of dismissing 
Dr. David Allman’s comment on the discrimination against 
Jews (and others) in admissions to American medical 
schools (NJP, April 4), as insincere and uninformed. 

Dr. Allman is deeply Jewish and a man not only of 
considerable stature, but also of considerable courage. 

We can be sure that Dr. Allman’s interest in the sub- 
ject of discrimination in medical school applications will 
not flag until he has all the facts at hand. And at that 
time, if action is warranted, we can be certain, that he 
will take it. 

HIS STATEMENT that the proportion of Jews in 
medical schools exceeds the percentage of Jews in the 
total population, of course, begs the question. This is ex- 
actly what a numerus clausus is—limiting Jews to a cer- 
tain percentage of the population. 

As to what statistics will or will not prove, another 
contention of Dr. Allman’s, we're inclined to give him the 
benefit of the doubt here. 

But it should not be too difficult to ascertain just 
what is the practice of medical schools when it comes to 
admission of Jewish students. Are abler Jewish students 
saree over in preference to non-Jewish students of less 
ability? 

WE SAY, YES. Dr. Allman says, no. 

We believe that Dr. Allman will make private in- 
vestigations of his own, and at that time we hope he'll 
issue a statement either backing up his own views or sup- 
porting those of the organized Jewish community which 
has been grappling with this difficult problem for years. 
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YOU REMEMBER the little piece we 
wrote here about Fred (Freddy his friends 
call him) Forman, of Rochester, the national 
campaign chairman of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, whom we met quite by accident when he 
sat down next to us at the press table at the 
annual banquet of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee in New York? 

Well, Freddy was principal speaker at 
the opening big gifts dinner of the United 
Jewish Campaign in Louisville, my old home 
town, and what with the attraction of hear- 
ing Fred and seeing what in American Jew- 
ish life today is the most dramatic time of 
the entire year, we were on hand at the 
Kentucky Hotel last week. 

OUR INSTINCTS were vindicated. We 
knew we saw a kindred soul in Freddy just 
with the little time we had at that chance 
meeting in New York. Freddy is another 
Sam Rothberg and Julian Venezky. He’s the 
medicine the UJA needs. od 

When Charles W. Morris, a national vice- 
president of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee, and the same for the National Jewish 
Welfare Board, passed my table as he left 
the meeting, he remarked that this was the 
first speaker he’d ever heard at a fund-raising 
affair who attacked every organization which 
was a beneficiary of the campaign. 

OF COURSE, this wasn’t so. Fred is a 
master of finesse. But he’s as honest as a 
sabra, and he told the business people there 
that they were better off than they’d ever 
been, that their giving could not harm them 
living as they were in an expanding economy, 
and he gave them some other inside infor- 
mation, 

For instance, Fred predicted that emigra- 
tion of Polish Jews to Israel would be cut off 
this fall. He said that now while the doors 
of Poland were open was the time to get out 

HE GAVE as an example what happened 


in Morocco, and as a sideline explained that 
he was not as active as he formerly was in 
the American Jewish ‘Committee. 

What Freddy was telling about was the 
junket made to North Africa several years 
ago by a delegation of the American Jey. 
ish Committee, which took the position it 
has -always taken and which on paper can 
hardly be challenged—that Jews should have 
all the rights and privileges and obligations 
of citizenship wherever they reside. 

For Morocco, which at that time was be- 
ing accused and was denying that it wags 
closing the door to further Jewish immigra- 
tion to Israel, this merely was lending sup- 
port to the ruling powers which were making 
it well nigh impossible for Jews to get. out, 
while explaining piously to the world that all 
they sought to do was bring order into the 
chaos created by those clamoring to leave. 


AS A SIDELINE on Fred, he told me 
about the time he spoke in South Bend. Henry 
Feferman drove one of his most luxurious 
Cadillacs off the showroom floor to meet 
Fred’s plane. In the normal course of con- 
versation, especially in view of the fact that 
Henry is an important car dealer, he asked 
Fred what make he drove, Fred answered 
that he drove a Ford, and a 1954 model at 
that. 

Henry wasn’t going to be put off that 
easily. He said what kind of car do you 
keep at home, then. Fred said that all he 
had was this Ford. 

IN VIEW OF THE FACT that the For- 
man Department Store employs 700 people 
and is the largest in Rochester, we can't 
blame Henry for persisting. So he said, what 
kind of car does Mrs. Forman drive. Fred's 
answer was the same—the only car in the 
family was the old model Ford. 





iat PASSOVER: 


The Many 
Faces of Moses

Jews will find in the old, old story of the 
Passover the assurance that tyrannies will 
destroy themselves or be destroyed and that 
men who hunger for freedom will find that 
freedom, even though they must cross a Red 
Sea and encompass a wilderness to do so. 

As we recall the event 
so powerfully told in the 
Book of Exodus, we become 
impressed with the many- 
sided genius of its central 
character. Moses wears 
many faces. It is natural, 
therefore, that great artists 
and writers have portrayed 
him in various aspects of 
his being. 

Rabbi Weinstein MICHELANGELO sculp- 
tured him as a formidable giant, holding the 





. heavy tablets of the law in his muscled arms, 


as two upright horns ascend boldly from a 
granite, furrowed brow. The two horns were 
the great sculptor’s representation of the 
rays of light, which Scripture tells us shone 
from Moses’ brow as he descended Sinai. But 
there have been men with theological axes 
to grind who have preferred to see the horns 
in a more satanic light. 

Heinrich Heine pictures Moses as the 
master sculptor who worked in human clay; 
who took a slavish rabble and moulded a 
freedom-loving people out of it, a people 
whose sons have fought on every battlefield 
of human liberty. Heine confessed that he 
had in his youth taken an active dislike to 
the law-giver. He thought of him as a cen- 
sorious kill-joy, chiselling morbid prohibitions 
out of cold stone. Greater knowledge of his- 
tory and greater maturity in his own growth 
brought him ’round to see the law-giver in a 
far different and benign light. 


BUT THERE were many after Heine who 
still thought of him as God’s angry man, 
forever smiting rocks and heaving tablets 
against golden calves. 

Sigmund Freud, in his fascinating but 
poorly reasoned thesis — “Moses and Mono- 
theism”—conceives of Moses as an Egyptian 
who imposed Iknaton’s monotheism on the 
Hebrews and was slain by them and then re- 
placed by a Midianite Moses who allowed the 
Jews ‘to worship a voleanic god of war called 
Jahveh. 

WHILE FREUD was fabricating this fan- 


tastic thesis about Moses, Lincoln Steffens, 
the great muckracker, wrote his tribute, in 
his little known study—‘“Moses, A Study in 
Red.” 

Steffens considers Moses to be one of 
the most astute political statesmen in_ the 
history of mankind—a man who knew how 
to wipe the taste for tyranny out of the soul 
of a people, a man who forged the instru- 
mentalities of representative government in 
the difficult desert laboratory, a man who 
substituted the reasoned authority of the law 
for the whimsical authority of the Crown, a 
man who replaced the external, outer-directed 
compulsion of power by the _ inner-directed 
motivation of ethical and_ social purpose. 
Steffens complimented the authors of the 
Bible on their shrewd insight in having Moses 
die on this side of the Jordan, to spare him 
the heartache of seeing a new generation 
follow new leaders and different ideals, as 
every generation must. He appreciated also 
the shrewd wisdom which prompted the 
authors to make Moses incognito in death, 
to prevent thereby later generations from 
surrounding his tomb with the idolatry he 
so fiercely battled in life. 

THERE IS the Moses of “Green Pastures,” 
a true pastor of a wayward flock, a grander 
Moses than the one generally found in Negro 
folk lore, but nevertheless the white-bearded 
emancipator who was to be strangely merged 
in the Negro imagination with the _ black- 
bearded one, even as they melded the First 
Commandment and the Emancipation Procla- 
mation. 

There is Cecil B, DeMille’s Moses in the 
lush colors of Cinemascope — an incredible 
Moses, with MHollywood’s virtues added to 
Egyptian glamor and Hebraic fervor; a vastly 
overdone Moses, to tell the truth. 

I TAKE REFUGE from this thickly over- 
laid Technicolor Moses in the simple statue 
of Egon Weiner which graces the foyer of 
our chapel at KAM. Here a gentle, brood- 
ing man holds his knuckled hands over the 
plain tablets of the law, as though to say: 
“The fires of revolution and the volcanic 
eruptions of fighting nations have cast up at 
last this man of serene wisdom and thesé 
crystallized guide posts for mankind’s jour- 
ney to the Promised Land.” 

Yes, the faces of Moses are endless in 
their variety and they will be sought con 
tinually by those who search for the power 
ful wisdom by which security may be wedded 
with freedom, order with liberty, 
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Histadrut Defended as Boon

I HAVE noticed the letter by 
Rabbi Lester Hering published 
fn your column of March 21 
concerning Herut. Rabbi Hering 
is obviously completely mis- 
informed about the matter. He 
is particularly misinformed 
about Histadrut to which he de- 
votes the greater part of his 
letter. 

In the first instance, he dis- 
torts the role of Histadrut in 
Jsrael’s economic picture. Any- 
one with the most elementary 
knowledge of the history of the 
country knows that Histadrut 
has been responsible for the 
creation of a generation of Jews 
capable of engaging in agricul- 
ture, industry and other basic 
occupations. As a result of its 
efforts to meet this fundamental 
national responsibility, Hista- 
drut was forced to establish a 
number of enterprises in order 
to provide employment for Jew- 
ish workers. Without Histadrut 
initiative throughout the first 
half of this century, there would 
have been no healthy economic 
foundations for Israel. 


With the establishment of the 
state and the influx of nearly 
a million immigrants, the role 
of Histadrut became even more 
prominent for exactly the same 
reasons. The mass of newcomers 
have to be converted into pro- 
ductive workers if the country 
is to stand on its own feet. Un- 
fortunately, there has been no 
rash of private investment that 
would offer employment oppor- 
tunities for these newcomers. 
The Government, the Jewish 
Agency, and Histadrut have co- 
operated in order to solve this 
most urgent problem. Some 
private capital also contributed 
nobly in this direction. No ob- 
jective observer, however, would 
blame Histadrut for discourag- 
ing free enterprise becaus? 
Histadrut is more than eager to 
welcome any genuine show of 
initiative by private parties. 

RABBI HERING is totally

wrong when he says that Hista- 
drut does not pay taxes. The 
very opposite is true. Al] Hista- 
drut enterprises, and even the 
kibbutzim, pay income taxes. 
Far from being a, monopoly 
that ‘‘enslaves” the people, Hista- 
drut is the greatest guarantee 
that there will be economic de- 
mocracy in Israel. Without 
Histadrut the great bulk of new 
immigrants coming from North 
Africa and other backward areas 
would have remained at the 
primitive level of other Middle 
Eastern countries, a blight and 
a shame to all the Jewish people. 
Perhaps it is because the Hista- 
drut looks upon each newcomer 
as a dignified individual who is 
entitled to a fair standard of 
living that it is attackell by the 
extreme right wing element in 
Israel and abroad who would 
place their private profit above 
the general welfare. 


Nor is Histadrut a_ political 
party as Rabbi Hering main- 
tains. The 600,000 members of 
Histadrut belong to all parties 
from Genera] Zionists and Pro- 
gressives throvzh the Religious 
Workers, Mapai, ang other so- 
cial groups. Many belong to no 
party whatsoever. All members 
enjoy equal benefits such as pro- 
tection of their wage standards, 
health coverage, cultural serv- 
ices, etc. The only political bloc 
outside Histadrut is Herut 
whose workers are kept out of 
the ranks of organized labor for 
political reasons only. It is in- 
correct to equate the great wel- 
fare program of Histadrut, which 
covers two-thirds of the popula- 
tion of Israel, with the relatively 
minor services performed by 
Herut. As Rabbi Hering rightly 
suggests, Herut is seeking money 
in America for its political pur- 
poses. Let them come out openly 
and say so, so that the Jewish 
publie will not be taken in.

Israel Uuged to Remove Arab Squatters 


e Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION. 


A DISPATCH from Jerusalem 
says the Keneset is considering 
passage of a law evicting squat- 
ters in the Galil area of Israel. 

The problem of squatters in 
Israel is old,. thorny and wide- 
spread, It exists not only in 
Galilee but also in Haifa, Tel 
Aviv and doubtless many other 
places in Israel. The Govern- 
ment of Israel apparently takes 
the position that this problem 
involves the issue of human as 
against property rights, and for 
many years has allowed squat- 
ters to invade and occupy the 
property of others, to the grave 
economic injury of the latter. 

THE CONTRASTING of hu- 
man as against property rights, 
however, is a fallacious posing 
of the issue, for property rights 
also are human rights-—except 
in a communist society, which 
Israel is not. What really may 
have impelled the government 
of Israel] to allow the continu- 
ance of this extreme injustice— 
for permitting squatters to oc- 
cupy another’s land is tanta- 
mount to cenfiscation of the 
owner’s property—is Israel’s fi- 


nancial inability to providing 
housing elsewhere for’ the 
squatters, or its feeling that 


the squatter is poor, the Jandlord 
rich, therefore let the former 
profit at the expense of the 
latter. 

If this conjecture as to the 
motives of the government of 


Israel in countenancing this eco- 
nomic anarchy be correct, then 
the least the government can 
do, if it cannot afford to provide 
other housing for the squatters, 
is to remit payment of taxes by 
the landowner so long as the 
government refuses to evict the 
unlawful intruders. For while a 
man has squatters on his land, 
he cannot sell it, he cannot use 
it, and he does not have Gov- 
ernment protection of his prop- 
erty. Why then should he be re- 
quired to pay taxes—for the 
privilege of being debatred from 
lawful use or disposition of his 
property? Or for the mainte 
nance of governmental agencies 
whose services should be ex- 
tended to him as a taxpayer, but 
are not? 

IF THE government of Is- 
rael’s motive is to allow the poor 
to benefit at the expense of the 
rich, then let it be noted that 
not all owners of  squatter- 
infected land are rich, that 
squatters have saved thousands 
of pounds that otherwise would 
have gone to the payment of 
rent, and that to favor the poor 
over the rich, even as to do the 
converse, is in outright viola- 
tion of a flat Biblical injunction. 
If justice is to be respected and 
to prevail, it must be even- 
handed; there cannot be two 
standards of equity, based on 
economic differences, 

The toleration of squatters is 
tantamount to a breakdown of 





law and order. Mr. Levi Eshkol, 
Minister of Finance in Israel, as 
much as admitted this in a let- 
ter dated Oct. 5, 1953. Mr. Aba 
Khaushy, Mayor of Haifa, 
stated so to me unequivocally in 
his office on June 30, 1955. He 
went further and said, rightly, 
that a grave danger inherefit in 
this situation is that tke con- 
tempt for law and order ex- 
hibited by the very existence of 
squatting will, if permitteq to 
continue by the _ authorities, 
spread into other areas of life in 
Israel. 


In addition to spotlighting im- 
potence or class favoritism on 
the part of the Government of 
Israel—for that Government can 
remove the squatters overnight, 
if it wishes to observe the law— 
squatters prevent the develop- 
ment of the area they infest. 


Perhaps the most serious as- 
pect of this situation is the ef- 
fect it has on the economic fu- 
ture of Israel. Israel needs, and 
looks for, the influx of Ameri- 
can investment capital. What in- 
vestor will send his funds to a 
country ‘where the Government 
either cannot exercise govern- 
mental authority and maintain 
law and order, or will not do so 
because it is content to discrim- 
inate —in Israel —against the 
very class whose funds it seeks 
in America?

JERUSALEM (NJP) — What 
is believed to be merely a face- 
saving device for the Arabs— 
moving the disputed drainage 
ditch 16 feet to the west—should 
end the fighting with Syria which 
erupted last week in the Huleh 
region.
